TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


[L.S.] To the inhabitants of the Town of Unity in the County of 

Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 

Unity on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. 


3. To hear the reports of the selectmen and other Town 
Officers and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to pay 
Old Age Assistance and other Town charges. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to pay 
Librarians’ salaries. 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay the just debts of the town. . 


7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
maintenance of highways, including snow removal, and determine 
the price to be paid per hour for labor. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $519.00 
for construction of Class V Town roads provided the State shall 
appropriate the sum of $2,2C2.00 for the same purpose, it being 
understood that if said appropriation is made by State and the 
Town accepts said special aid, that the Town shall not be entitled 
to State Aid for Class IT roads. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for 
construction of Class II roads known as the second New Hamp- 
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shire Turnpike, and raise and appropriate or set aside for said 
purpose the sum of $519.00. The State will allot $1,038.00. 


10. To vote by ballot to see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the Town through Tax Collector’s Deeds. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to discount on taxes paid 
on or before June 1st and September Ist, 1938. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $500.00 
for a Federal Project. 

13. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the control of white pine blister rust. 

14. To vote by ballot to see if the Town will adopt the 
Australian ballot. 

15. To transact any other business that may legally come, 
before said meeting.

Two teachers accepted positions to teach in other districts 
last spring. They were Miss Janet Whitcomb at the Center 
and Miss Claire Sing at East Unity.
